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FREE WOOD OF THE MONTH 

I received a note from Chris Clifton regarding this month's free wood of the 
month. He writes: This wood may cause some confusion for the collector. The 
wood, although produced in 1989 for the Quebec CNA Convention, never saw the 
light of day until a year or so back. The woods were produced by Jim Deluney using 
the convention die and the reverse, my family coat of arms. The issues that were 
released, show the reverse side (coat of arms) having a circle around it.( Blue/ Blue, 
Purple/ Blue, # 8550-015 and 8550-016 respectively) The woods that were not 
released, because of the circle being omitted by Deluney, are Blue/ Orange, Purple 
/ Blue and have not been assigned Belsten numbers. If the collector looks closely at 
the reverse of the issued woods, they can see that my dies were mysteriously clashed 
(damaged) before Deluney produced the replacement issue. How this occurred I do 
not know. Hopefully this may clear up some of the confusion.
